THE ELECTIONS ARE over, the 

inful rain of words and images 
fas stopped; aud now has come 
the morning-after-the-night-be- 
fore for many of our politicians. 

There has been a shift to the 
right and a protest vote against 
the party machines which brought 
Shulamit Aloni back into parlia- 
mentary life with a ‘bang, rein- 
stated Hanania Gibstein as Mayor 
in Rishon Lezion and shook up 
Tel Aviv Town Hail and, together 
with it, Mayor Yehoshua Rabino- 
witz’ reputation as a_ political 
wizard. 


Questions galore are being ask- 
ed: Was it a vote for or against 
the doves in the Alignment? Was 
it a mandate for reform in Knes- 
set and municipal electoral sys- 
tems? Was it indeed a_ protest 
against the bossism of the party 
machines? These are only a few 
of them. 


I planned to talk again to the - 


campaign chiefs of the main par- 
ties whom I interviewed a week 
before election day. They are all 
exhausted after the intensive 
four-week canipal nm and the 
nerve-racking election night and 
already involved in the pre-coali- 
tion manoeuvring, meanwhile 
waiting warily for the count of the 
soldiers’ votes, which may = yet 
alter the allocation of seats. 


I managed to get hold of three 
of the four men I interviewed 
before December 31 — the Allgn- 
ment’s Avraham Ofer, the 
National Religious Party's Michael 
Hazani and the Independent Lib- 
erals Hillel Seidel. The Likud's 
Simha Erlich was already away 
on a well-earned vacation, 80 
Likud co-chairman, Elimelech Ri- 
malt, kindly granted me an inter- 
view. 


MR. OFER was less disturbed 


about the results two days after ἢ 


the polls than during the hectic 
night when he told TV viewers 
that they might have to call new 
elections soon, He remembered 


that his predictions had come & 


true, with the Alignment return- 
ing 60 “plus or minus” and the

The Likud leader believed that 
hig party’s campaign line had 
proven itself, and as to the pro- 


fen paganda line, he was ready to 


concede that it wag the “fruit of 
ἃ compromise between the com- 


pondent groups in the Likud.” 


Dr. Rimalt ridiculed Mr. Ofer's 


Ἦ dismissal of half a million voters 


as “a fluke.” As a matter of 
fact, he said, the trends over the 
vast elections had shown the 

bour Party to be on the down- 
grade and only managing to hold 
on by combining with smaller 
Labour factions. 

Linking this to the local olec- 
tions, Dr, Rimalt noted the great 
number of voters who came out 
for Tel Aviv's Likud candidate, 
Shlomo Lahat, despite an enor- 
mously expensive ΩΝ ΤΥ ἪΝ by the 
Labour Alignment. Indeed, ho 
felt that the Labour propaganda 
line had served Lahat’s campaign 


ἢ because It annoyed voters a tot. 


But he thought the vote for La- 


hat was also a vote against 


Rabinowitz and expressed popular 
revulsion at the domination of 
the country by Labour Party ma- 
chines operating from behind 
vlosed doors. 

“This was certainly no fluke 
and certainly mo one-time 
phenomenon, whatever Ofer 
says,” Dr. Rimalt declared. 


Ree Ped ran the Lelie 
lous 8 campaign, So- 
clal Welfare Minister Michael 
Hazani, saya that the drop of the 
gnment and the rise of tho 
Likud was to be expected. He 
reminded me that hefore the 
elections, he had discounted the 
freat expectations of the small 
sts. The same applied to polls 
indicating a steep decline for the 
NRP; ig never materialized, 
and ‘he was hopeful that once 
the soldiers’ votes came in, they 
might evan have 12 seats. 

"The elections have proved that 
our public is loyal and stabie. 
This ig trul: nooareaing The 
inerease in the number voters 
came. both from younger and 
older people who, though tra- 
ditional in outlook, used in the 
past to vote for Mapai. Today 
they have found thelr way to us 
because they hearken to our call 
to protect the spiritual and mo- 
ral values of Israel society and to 
keep It a Jewish state, and not 
just a country with Jewish citi- 
gens. They also appreciate the 
value of our education and sre 
impressed by the youth it pre: 
duces. Indeed, I am aware that 
a number of non-religious people 
voted for us beeause they sup- 


talk not only about Lorders and 
security matters but also about 
internal affairs. We dwelt on 
the need for narrowing the so- 
cial gap and on educational proh- 
lems ond there was a response 
te our approach.” 

Moreover, the ΝΗΡ had at- 
tracted votera because of its 
stress on settlament work by its 
young followers. “We showed that 
we not only discuas these issues 
but do something about them.” 

The fact that the NRP adhered 
to the traditional Zionist stand 
on “preservin our ancestral 
heritage in the Land of Israel” 
had also brought in votes, end 
on this matter the Minister felt 
that the trend Indicated that the 
Voters ware not happy with the 
ϑον δὴ trend in Alignment coun- 
ils, 

Mr. Hazani also explained that 
the NRP had earned votes 
among Arabs, not only from the 
older generation but also amo 

ounger, professional people. 'T 
atter, he sald, were concern 
at the destructive influence on 
thelr way of life of secular 
patterns, “They dislike the clans 
who support the Alignment and 
abhor Rakah, so they come to 
us,” he explained. 

Analyzing the propaganda cam- 

aigns of the various parties, Mr. 

‘azani Bald the jines adopted Ὁ 
both the Alignment and the Li- 
kud “were an insult to the intel- 
ligent voter. 1 think we were 
much more serious in our appeal." 


SPEAKING FOR the Independent 
Liberals, Mr. Hillel Seidel believ- 
ed that the soldiers' vote would 
bring his party their fifth seat, 
which meant that they had improv- 
ed thelr position. They Intended 
to keep their election promises, 
and if asked to joln the coalition 
would put emphasis on the ques- 
tion of religious legislation. They 
would insist on reviving the Ca- 
binet committee on defence and 
also on the establishment of a Ca- 
binet committee to guide Israel 
policy at the Geneva conference. 
On these two issues they belleved 
they could reach a joint front 
with the NRP, though he caution- 
ed that there might be a problem 
with the maximalist eloments 
among the religious. 

Discussing the results, Mr. Sel- 
del said the ILP got votes from 
people dissatisfied with the Align- 
ment on top of the 47,000 the 
won In the Histadrut elections. 
believes ἃ of thelr thousands 
of extra votes, one third came 
from people who opted for the 
dovish line on defence and foreign 
affeirs; ‘but the majority were 
simply fed up with bureaucracy 
and the Alignment’s conduct of 
internal affairs and the economy. 
A similar protest vote went to 
Shulamit Aloni, who hardly dwelt 
on external issues but concentrat- 
ad on the quality of life at home. 
That was why they had made an 
agreement with her Civil Rights 

ist to pool surplus votes. 

Mr. Seidel also brought up the 
interesting point that his party 
won votes from Soviet immigrants 
who wanted a liberal type of gov- 
ernment. He noted that the Align- 
ment did badly among Soviet new- 
comers compared with the Likud, 
which did very well indeed. 

Ba believed that even his party 
would now have to review its 
position on electoral reform ge- 
nerally in the light of the elec- 
tion results. The Rishon Lezion 
results were the best proof of the 
public will and the. need for 
changes. 

Speaking generally Mr. Seldel 
did not th’ the vote did any- 
thing to support claims that thera 
Is a Tight-vring trend In the coun- 
try. ere was a clear protest 
vote in connection with the fail- 
inga linked to the war; but there 
was also a vote against any Gov- 
ernment going too far in submit- 
ting to outside pressure on Is- 
rael’s security interests. 

“Tt is important,” said the ILP 
leader, “that tha Americans

Tt is a tribute to his skill as a foe 


story-teller that we do not tire of 
his taleg, though the refrains ore 
constant. 

One of the reasons we do not 
mind the repetition ia that he varies 
the guises of his theme, fear, and 
dream. “The Gates of the Forest’ 
was a sometimes difficult allegory 
of survival told through the 
experiences of a boy hunted by the 
exterminators. “Dawn” (my favourite 
among his works) is a beautifully 
controlled near-stream-of-consclous- 
ness novella of a young Holocaust 
survivor, now a member of the Ha- 
gana, who is under orders to liqui- 
date a British officer. “A Beggar 
in Jerusalem,” a book that might 
have been written by Agnon, de- 
picts Wiesel in his most mystical 
yet sombre mood, tortured by the 
possibility that the Holocaust -will 
not ‘be compensated for by Israel 
and Jerusalem, 

Now Wiesel has written 
Oath,” a story of a 20th-century 
blood-itbel pogrom in a smail Car- 
pathian town and its cosmic after- 
math. It is not difficult to discern 
the Holocaust in miniature: the 
stupidity, the horror, the torture, 
the heroism, the utter impossibility 
of either forgetting it or surrender- 
ing to it. 

“The Oath” must have had a long 
germination. The seeds were plant- 
ed back in “The Gates of the 
Forest,” where Wiesel had explored 
the motifs of the alienated, lonely 
escapee and the mysterlous Wa- 
vanndnik, the apocalyptic wanderer. 
Now Wiesel revives them and coal- 
esces both into one character, 
Azriel, the chief narrator of “The 
Oath.” 

The story is divided into three 
parts, The first concerns Azriel, the 
sole survivor of his town, Kolvillag, 
and his mesting with a young would- 
be suicide; the second containg his 
reminigcences of Kolvillag as disas- 
ter approached, and of the taking 
of the oath; the last part describes

Emil Ludwig: ‘Cosmopolitan’ biographer

THE LIFH OF Bmil Ludwig, who 
died 25 years ago in Ascona, Swit- 
zerland, at the age of 67, mirrors 
to some extent the fate of German 
Jewry of which he was a part. 
Born a Jew, then baptized a 
Christian, he returned to the fold, 
but lis return brought him only 
half-way home. 

To facilitate his son's academic 
career, his father, Hermann Ludwig 
Cohn, a famous oculist in Breslau, 
adopted for him the surname Lud- 
wig. Until the: outbreak of World 
War 1, Bmil Ludwig lived the se-

Ludwig, called the most ‘“cosmo- 
Politan” among contemporary writ- 
ers, introduced into literature a then- 
daring form of portrayal which has 
become known as “psychological 
biography” and opened new vistas 
into the study of the “great.” 

Studies followed of the living and 


the dead, of geniuses and charle-. 


tans, of the famous and infamous, 
and to be interviewed by mil Lud- 
wig seemed like an admission into 
the pantheon of immortality. Roose- 
velt, Stalin, Nansen, Masaryk, Briand, 
Rathenau, Freud, Lloyd George, Ve- 
nizelos, Hindenburg, Wilhelm ΤΙ and 
Mackenzie King were among the 
subjects of his essays, and his ‘his- 
torical portralts included Lincoln, 
Lassalle, ‘Napoleon, Michelangelo, 
Rembrandt, Beethoven and Cleopatre. 
Most controversial was “Son. of 


Man; the Story of Jesus’; the 
widest circulation waa attained by 
“July 1914," in which he blamed 
Germany for World Wer I. 

There were two turning points in 
his life: the one when Walter Ra- 
thenau was murdered in 1922 and 
Ludwig demonstratively left the 
Christian faith ‘to be with his Jew- 
ish brethren in their hour of trial;” 
and the other, 10 years later, when 
he met Mussolini. The shrewd Italian 
dictator hoped to gain from an in- 
terpretetion by Ludwig and he re- 
calved him as if he were one of 
the great powera on earth. Lud- 
wig’s weakness for personages of 
“ealibre’ and his vanity made him 
an easy victim of Mussolini's flat- 
terles, and in his book on the Italian 
dictator, he tried very cleverly to 
make Italian fascism tasty .to l- 
beral palates. He did not even re- 
frain, some years later, from try- 
ing to whitewash Italy's invasion of 
Hthiopla — which ‘the Dutch, for 


example, never forgave him and 
which prevented him from dolng a 
lecture tour of Holland in 1045. 

Ludwig became a Swiss citizen and 
spent World War II in the U.S. Hia 
merciless pen was feared by the 
Nazis, who hated him more than 
all the other emigrant writers. He 
returned this hatred, and in hia 
proposed punishment of Germany he 
went even further than the "Mor- 
genthav Plan" which advocated a 
complete dismantiing of German in- 
dustry, and he fiercely demanded 
that no Jew should ever set foot on 
German aoil, ᾿ 

Twies Ludwig made forceful pleas 
for the Jewish people: on a “Ger- 
man Day" in New York in 1688, he 
movingly told to a huge audience 
the story of humiliation and suf- 
fering of German Jewry; and in his 
pock “The Davos Murder," written 
in defence of David Frankfurter, the 
Jewish student who in 1936 shot a 
Nazi agent, Wilhelm Gustloff, -in 
Davos, Switzerland, 

In “The Davos Murder," Ludwig 
nerrated with love and tenderness 
the childhood of David Frankfurter, 
whose father was a rabbi In Serbia.

By now, Ludwig's works are large- 
ly forgotten and it is doubtful whe- 
ther they will ever be rediscoverad, 
as hag happened to other German- 
Jewish writers of the pre-Hitler 
days. 

One of Ludwig's later books is 
called “The Mediterranean," In1932 
he told a xeporter of the London 
“Jewish Chronicle" that he consl- 
dered himself a European who was 
attracted by the Mediterranean, 
“which stems from the fact that 
I am a Jew." But this attraction, 
too, was lost half-way and did not, 
extend to the exatern shore. 'T have 
visited Palestine," he sald, “but it has 
remained remote to me.”

Is there any way 4o atop real or 
potential dictators? Payne asks 
There, he haa only one plece of 
advice to offer: Stick to democracy! 
“No man can be trusted with power," 
he writes. “To be endurablo, powér 
must be shared tothe widest possible 
extent; the single ruler defenta the 
purposes of common humanity. Whea 
the chief excoutive is powerful enough 
ἐσ overwhelm parliament, when he 
rules by edict and execentive orden 
when ho attempts to exercise thé 
rights that properly belmg to the 
Sommunity, then he pluces himself 
in the position of Hiticr. No mam, 
once he has come to puwer, remalt 
completely sone. Inevitably he sut 
renders to solf-indulgent fantasies, 
rejoices in his own majestic utter 
ances, and loses the most precious 
of his possessions, his humanity.

VIRGINIA WOOLF'S novels and 
essays demonstrated that she was a 
writer of Intense seriousness in all 
genres, while always blurring the 
Unes between ‘the classifications. 
How did she manage to describe such 
abysmal depths of experience with- 
out totally losing herself? How could 
a person with such perceptions Hvo 
in any routine? How does one man- 
age both to love people and to see 
them for what they are? Her sulclde 
didn’t seem as hard to explain as 
that she lived so long, and with 
one man. She was cither a gre- 
garlous wit or an introvert — which? 
In short, the combination in her 
writing of revelling in simple beauty 
and atifling in ultimate despair made 
the writer herself an enigma, 

The answers to these questions 
were to be found in Hbrary stacks, 
periodicals, professors, cocktail 
parties, friends.

I doubt if any biogra- 
pher can trace the anawer to the 
first question. As for the second, he 
says what must have been 
suspected: that from a very young 
age she was stricken with debilita- 
tlng bouts of mental iliness, and that 
these bouts were alwaya at the bot- 


tom of her consciousness, 


Then how did sho manage to 
create so much and to write with 
such warmth about human exist- 
ence? These answers seam to He jn 
the intellectual stimulation of her 
early family background and of 
Bloomsbury, the order and discipline 
of her married life, the care her 
husband gave her, and the wealth 
of relationships she had, albeit with 
members of the game social class. 
Joan Russell Noble's collection of 
Recolleotions of Virginia Woolf by 
her friends adds to the picture which 
Bell gives us of her aa confidante, 
witly conversationalist, and lover of 


society.
